On 
the demcratic side, there is deep 
resentment m some quarters over 
the'promise of co-operation with 
the administration recently given by 
the "Big Seven" of the party.

Bill- 


ings petitioned the Supreme court, 
this being necessary because Cali- 
Joinia law provides that twice con- 
victed men, such as Billings, receive 
a favorable court recommendation 
in pardon applications. Mooney's 
plea is before Gov. C. C. Young. 


Supreme Court Ruling Monday, 
On Monday the Supreme court 


will rule on the Billings petition. 
This decision will determine Moon- 
cy's fate,also, as Governor Young 
has anno'unced that the cases are 
similar and that the men will re- 
ceive similar treatment. 


Information coming to the Unit- 


ed Pi-ess from an usually reliable 
source indicates that the court will 
reject the Billings request for a par- 
don. 
This means that Mooney's 


plea will be denied also. 
Denial of the 
pardon requests 


leaves open the following avenues: 


1—Life sentences for the pair may 


be commuted and if so, would be 
accepted, as the convicts have no 
choice in the matter. 
2—The pardon may 
be denied 


completely which would mean that 
the men must continue serving their 
life sentences. 


Minimize Barros Tale. 


The court decision is ready now, 


but is being carefully guarded and 
will not be released until Monday. 
Nothing is known 
concerning its 


text although reports are current 
that it is a four to three decision— 
there being seven court members. 
Most observers believe that a four 
to three decision would mean re- 
jection of the pardon petition. 
A 


unanimous opinion probably would 
be a compromise, meaning commu- 
tation of sentnce. 


Not 
much 
importance is 
at- 


tached to the story of Maj. Vicente 
R. Barros, United States army, re- 
tired. \vlio told the United Press fn 
Manila that he saw a man who did 
not resemble Billings or Mooney 
place a suitcase at the explosion 
corner of July 22, 1916, just a few 
seconds before the blast. Barros, 
now a painter in the Philippines, 
said he remained silent because he 
feared participation in a sensational 
trial would hurt his chances for a 
promotion. Being out of the army 
now, he is willing to talk freely. 


Cannot Accept New Evidence. 
It is pointed out that there is no 


"way 
of considering new evidence of 
this type. 
Even in the Supreme 
court hearing of last August, when 
John MacDonald testified that his 
orginial trial identification of Bill- 
ings and 
Mooney as the bombers 


was false, new 
evidence was ex- 
cluded. 


Both Billings and Mooney have 


maintained through the years that 
they are innocent. Neither will ac- 
cept a parole, claiming that a parole 
infers guilt. But a sentence com- 
mutation could not be refused. 


Mooney has experienced disap- 
pointment from rejected pardon ap- 
plications many times. Three gov- 
ernors have refused his plea. Bill- 
ings has applied only twice for a 
pardon. The Supreme court refusea 
to recommend in his favor once, and 
the second petition is the one to be 
ruled on Monday.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29—(UP)— 


Establishment of an air mail line 
line linking the old and new world 
came a step nearer reality today 
when Postmaster General Brown 
asked for bids on operation of 
trans-Atlantic air mail service. 
The call for bids constituted the 


first 
definite 
movement 
toward 


opening 
an- service across 
the 


ocean. Bids are to be opened here 
at noon December 29. The route 
•will operate from New York City 
by way of Norfolk, Va., or Charles- 
ton, S. C, through Hamilton, Ber- 
muda, and the Azores to some 
European port or ports to be 
selected.Begins Next June 1. 


Beginning June 1, 1931, the con- 


tract is to run ten years. 
Service 


east of Bermuda over the Atlantic 
is not expected to begun, however, 
until July 1, 1932, or at such later 
date as the postmaster general may 
permit. 
The invitation for bids said the 


contractor would be required to 
supply safe and suitable air craft 
of modern design, but 
did 
not 


specify whether airplanes or diri- 
gibles were favored. It is probable 
that dirigibles will be used eventu- 
ally if not at the start and that 
passengers 
will also be carried. 
Radio equipment is required. 


Service is to be provided once a 


week between the United States and 
Europe at the start, but the govern- 
ment reserves the right to increase 
the service to twice a week or 
oftener as aviation ocean travel is 
proved practical.

ern girl. 


The 
trial probably 
will open 


Tuesday after setting of the Fed- 
eral court docket Monday. 


Mrs. Shepard died in June, 1929, 
at Fort Kiley, Kas., after a linger- 
ing illness. Attending physicians 
proposed an autopsy, the govern- 
ment will contend, and Major Shep- 
ard objected. 


Viscera Studied At Omaha. 


Then, without the major's knowl- 


edge, his wife's viscera was sent to 
Omaha, Neb , w h e r e toxicologists 
found evidence of "large quantities" 
of bichloride of mercury. 


Major Shepard was in his hos- 
pital at Denver when officers were 
sent to arrest him nine months 
after the death of his wife. 


He was taken to jail and told of 


the autopsy and the findings. He 
was told he would be charged with 
killing his wife. 


"My arrest is bad enough," Major 


Shepard said, "but this charge on 
which I am held is infamous, un- 
warranted, unjustifiable." 
The arrest caused amazement 


r:nong the officers, associates and 
patients at Fitzsimmons 
hospital. 


He was known there »s a reserved 
man who carried on with a profes- 
sional calm the fight against tuber- 
culosis. There was no suggestion in 
his bearing of a troubled private 
life.While Major Shepard awaited the 
outcome of an effort to arrange his 
release on bail, a telegram came, 
addressed to him. Officers inter- 
cepted it. It was signed by Miss 
Brandon, whom. Shepard met at 
San Antonio where he was a stenog- 
rapher. 
Police quoted the message, in 


part: 
Noted In T. B. Field. 


"Am upset, bewildered. What does 


it mean? Love. Answer." 


Investigators learned that the of- 


ficer met Miss Brandon while sta- 
tioned at Kelly field. His second 
wife was alive then. Major Shep- 
ard was studying flight surgery. 


While Mrs. Shepard was dying, 


authorities charged, the officer lav- 
ished expensive gifts on the San 
Antonio girl. He intended to marry 
her, they charged, after his wife's 
death. 
The major was taken to Topeka 
last April 18 and a federal grand 
jury indicted him on a charge of 
murdering his wife. His bail was 
fixed at $20,000. This he obtained. 
He went back to Fitzsimmons hos- 
pital and continued his ministra- 
tions to army tuberculars, a work in 
which he has gained wide promi- 
nence among physicians. 
The arraignment was set over to 


the December term of Federal court 
from the October term. 


Major Shepard is the son of a 
Toronto, 
Canada, 
printer. 
He 


studied medicine in the University 
of Toronto and the University of 
Buffalo, from which he graduated. 
He went through the war as an

Doomed Men Hopelessly 


Tangled in Skein 


Of Prosecutor. 


MOSCOW, U. S R. R, Nov. 29— 


(UP)—The first woid lor the de- 
fense—an eloquent plea for man's 
moral right to hold honest even if 
mistaken 
beliefs—was spoken to- 


night as the trial of eight men who 
have admitted plotting an inter- 
ventionist war against the soviet 
sped to its climax 
Alexander 
Fedotov, 67-year-old 


defendant, who had suffered 
in 


silence the many thrusts of the 
stave's prosecutor, Nicholas Knlenko, 
raised his trembling vu'ce in clefe^e 
of his own ideals, if not in defense 
of his actions against the soviet 


"If Lenin's words had been heed- 


ed, you might have avoided our op- 
position," he cried, when describing 
the condition under which engi- 
neers worked several years ago 


His reference to Nickolai Lenin, 


the "little father" whose picture is 
In every communist home, was made 
after he had interrupted the com- 
ment of Krilenko concerning the 
Kadet or constitutional democratic 
party headed by Miliukov, which 
the 
prosecutor 
said 
represented 


"toothless professional liberalism." 


Nothing to Be Ashamed of. 


"I have nothing to be ashamed 


of," Fedotov said, his voice break- 
Ing as he faced the vigorous little 
prosecutor 
"Our toothless liberal- 


ism, as you call it, was honest. 
It 


•was the truth as we saw it." 


The crowded courtroom waited in 


silence for Krilenko's reply—only to 
be interrupted again by Fedotov. 


"You keep harping on the fact 


that we belonged to a group hostile to 
the bolsheviks," Pedotov said 
"We 


all admitted Siat. Why do you in- 
sist?" 


"I am merely expressing my opin- 


ion," said Knlenko, with a gentle- 
ness that seemed strange in him 
"It is your free will to agree or dis- 
agree " 


Fedotov laughed sadly, and said. 


"Yes, 
my free will"

trial of eight counter revolutionaries 
who confessed to plotting an mter- 
lentiomst war against Russia, sped

From the weary defendants, who 


have related an unprecedented or- 
ganization for sabotage and war 
against Russia, the last bitter dregs 
of confession were drawn by the 
merciless 
questions 
of 
Nicholas 


Krilenko, the state's most famous 
prosecutor. 


Caught and hopelssly tangled in 
the skein of Krilenko's sharp ques- 
tions, the doomed men added to 
their stories, the admissions that 
they carried out military and eco- 
nomic espionage for "foreign foes 
in Paris," that they laid their plans 
at meetings in offices of high soviet 
officials and they planned a reign 
of terror and merciless treatment 
for the soviet supporters, once the 
soviet government was overthrown 
by the inter-linking methods of vast 
Internal sabotage and a war of in- 
tervention 


The surge of mighty drama, a 
drama which has been made spec- 
tacular for millions of Russians by 
the radio, motion picture and press, 
was played within the courtroom 
before a tense but strangely quiet 
crowd of several thousands 
Occa- 


sionally there seemed to be gasp 
trom the packed room as the short, 
sturdy Knlenfco moved to take full 
command 
of the 
admissions, or 
again as he smiled in a queer twist- 
ed fashion—the "Krilenko snea-" 
that had became known through-

NEW YORK, Nov. 29—How are 


you going to keep 'em down on the 
farm, after they've seen Paree? 


Well, that favorite wartime query 


has been answered at last by John 
Lewis Barkley, a Holden, Miss, 
farm boy who came home fiom 
war with a carload of decorations 
and citations 


You keep 'em dowij on the farm 


by letting them write war books, 
especially when they 
can 
write 


books, so colorful, so free from 
rancor as "No Hard Feelings." That 
is the title of Barkley's book and 
that is the keynote of most Ameri- 
cans who have written of the wai. 
No helplessness, no undue linger- 
ing on horrors, no deep abyss of 
misery, but a healthy record of a 
man's war by men who made the 
best of a bad job. 


Barkley is back on his farm and 


it took him. almost three years of 
writing and many more years of 
persuasion from his mends before 
his heroic story was ready 


He nearly didn't get into the 


war because he stuttered. But the 
wasn't long in action before he 
was rated by the highest American 
officers as one of the war's out- 
standing soldiers And their com- 
mendations and reports are backed 
up by Barklej's decorations, which 


include the congressional medal of 
honor and other Ajnencan decora- 
tions, the croix de guerre with 
palms, one of the highest French 
awards, the medaille militaire, also 
from the French, and the Italian 
war cross of merit. He also re- 
ceived British medals. 


Barkley's tramps in the Missouri 


woods as a youngster stood him in 
good stead when he went to France- 
He served with those lone dare- 
devils of no man's land the scouts, 
the snipers and the 
intelligence 
men. 


Just the right -work for a boy 


who knew how to find trails, wrig- 
gle through the woods without dis- 
tuiomg so much as a blade of 
glass and shoot at any target 


Barkley's gang was strictly an 


all-Amencan 
outfit. Indians, an 


Irishman, a Jew, a Syrian and an 
honest-to-goodncss Middle-Western 
farmboy who had never been away 
from home before But there wasn t 
a man in the bunch who wasn't 
ready to lay down his life for his 
country and flag. Americans all, in 
the fiery crucible of war. 


In simple language, Barkley has 


set down almost impossible ex- 
ploits—expoits of S'ngle - handed 
bravery, of first aid by comrade to 
comrade in treating horrible wounds 
and keeping on with the game 
rather than report sick. Vividly he 


describes the dreadful experience 
that caused him to lose his stutter, 
humorously he describes the inci- 
dent wherein his whole scalp and, 
worst of all, to him—his hair was 
burned off. Dark work and danger- 
ous, but Barkley and his comrades 
came through to win the commen- 
dations of his country and even 
the admiration of the enemy 


Great days they were, these war 


days, for the men who took things 
without whining And greater still, 
if not so exciting, those days of 
peace, uith reviews by General 
Pershing and other officers of high 
rank, parades and romantic epis- 
odes with German girls and French 
mamselles. Barkley has described 
them all in his own inimitable way. 
He and his two Indian friends de- 
cided early in the v.ar that it was 
their war and they were going to 
run it. They did. 


Now Barkley is in demand, ad- 


dressing conventions, meeting lit- 
erary 
folk, 
having 
his 
portrait 


painted and all those things that 
always terrify a real hero He is 
a very famous farmer in Holden, 
runs his farm well and is happy 
with his folks. That's all that mat- 
ters, he thinks, that and not bear- 
ing any hard feelings to those 
whom the fates decreed were to be 
his enemies. Now his neighbor is 
a former Prussian officer

Swedish and probably would reply 
m Enghsh on the occasion of the 
award. Lewis stood bareheaded on 
the deck of the Drottingholm and 
chatted with newspaper men.

Lewis was asked concerning ad- 


verse criticism of his books, par- 
ticularly that voiced by Dr. Henry 
Van Dyke of Princeton, who said 
the awaidmg of the prize to Lewis 
was an "insult to America." Lewis' 
reply was to hand out a typewrit- 
ten statement. 
"I am honored to go over to Swe- 


den to accept the Nobel prize." it 
said. "I am particularly honored 
by the attacks made upon my work 
by the particular men 
who have 


made them because they are the 
particular people they are." 


meeting has been the greatest of

On August 22, last, there were 
but 374 cases listed on the Supreme 
court's docket.

was made to officials of the mine 
company who rushed to the scene. 


The explosion believed caused by 


ignited gas occurred early in the 
afternoon while sixty men were 
working In the slope mine. 


It caused collapse only of a sec- 
tion known as the eleventh east 
entry where seventeen men were 
working. The rest of the shift es- 
caped and joined the rescue opera- 
tions working swiftly and reaching 
the victims about three hours after 
the accident. 


The chamber in which the men 


were killed was filed 
with black 
damp rescuers reported. 


The bodies had not been brought 


from the workings. One miner, 
named Boyd. was brought up alive 
and like the other injured men, was 
severely burned. He was unconscious. 


Officials announced they believe 
all the men had been accounted for. 


Bodies of the men were brought 
up slowly and taken to a morgue 
where they were identified by H. G. 
Philibbi, auditor of the mining com- 
pany. 


Rescuers Begin Descent. 


Rescue crews were rushed to the 
mine, which is situatd near here in 
Laramie county, from McAlester and 
Pittsburg, towns in the coal mining 
area. The workers who were unin- 
jured began a descent into the 
wrecked entry immediately after the 
explosion which 
sent a 
tremor 


through the earth. 


It was the third major mine dis- 
aster in Oklahoma in a year. 
John Sugg of Denison, Tex., is 


president of the mining company. 
The mine had been in operation 
since 1918 and has a payroll of 
sixty-nine men. 
Word of the disaster was flashed 


throughout the region and ambul- 
ances and physicians came here 
from McAlester i;» time to help give 
first aid to the injured. Many op- 
erations stopped and miners, trained 
in rescue work, hurried here.

—Vigorous campaigns for adoption 
of drivers license laws, as recom- 
mended by the National Conference 
on Street and Highway Safety, are 
to be conducted in 
twenty-ei<*ht 
states during the winter and spring 
months, 
according to information 


received by the Ohio State Safety 
council, here. 


States in which the drive is to be 


centered are Alabama, Arkansas 
Colorado, Idaho, Illinois, Iowa, Kan- 
sas Colorado, Idaho, Illinois Iowa 
Kansas, Minnesota, Missouri, Mon- 
tana Nevada New Mexico, 
North 


Carolina, North Dakota, Ohio, Ok- 
lahoma, Oregon, South Dakota, Ten- 
nessee Texas, Utah, Washington 
Wyoming Indiana, Michigan, Wis- 
consin, Florida and Georgia. 


In several of these states where a 


drivers' license law is already in 
force, efforts will be made to stand- 
ardize the 
legislation as 
recom- 


mended by the safety conference. 


Eleven Have Rigid Laws. 


Eleven states and the District of 


Columbia at present have rigid laws 
following in general detail the na- 
tional 
conference's 
plan. 
These 


states are California, Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, New 
York, New Jersey, Maryland, Ver- 
mont, Arizona, New Hampshire and 
Rhode Island. 


Since 
adopting this legislation 


these eleven states have reported 
decided decreass in automobil acci- 
dents and deaths. Nine states, for 
which official records are available 
aere show an average decrease of 29 
Der cent in automobile fatalities — 
amounting to more than 22,000 lives 
saved since drivers' license laws 
were enacted. 


Study Proposed Laws.

DR. JAMES S. PIERCE. 


James S. Pierce was born 
in 


Wyoming, 111. July 3, 1880 and died 
in Lincoln Nov. 25, 1930 at the age 
of fifty years, four months and a 
few days.

Of all the 
courtly fellows who 


made a career of flattering 
the 


capricious Queen Elizabeth, there 
was none more graceful, polite or 
extravagantly 
laudatory 
in 
his 


language than Gconse Clifford, Earl 
of Cumberland. 
He, was a hand- 


some fellow, and he had 
all 
the 


talents required for success in those 
days. He was known as a rake and 
a spendthrift, a grand dresser, a 
beautiful dancer, and a man for 
ladles to lose their heads about 
How the ladies did Jove to lose their 
heads about gallant swashers of 
bucklers in those romantic days of 
knee breeches, silver buckles, flash- 
ing swords and ships that bore away 
to the boundless west on missions 
of mysterious meaning! 
Sir Walter Raleigh 
has 
come 


down to us in our school histories 
as quite a fellow. Indeed, he was a 
gallant with long legs and a won- 
drous fine bow before great ladies, 
and he did not hesitate to toss his 
silken' cape (which probably is un- 
paid for to this day) into the mud 
to save the slipper of the queen 
from soli. But what did he get for 
all his 
cape-tossing? 
Well, 
just 


about what a good cape-tosser is 
likely to get from a bull in the are- 
na today. He got himself properly 
gored and thrown about, and in. 
the end his head rolled into a bas- 
ket while Ills gracious queen, pret- 
tily annoyed, washed the blood off 
her hands with the perfumes of 
Araby. 


The Earl of Cumberland, on the 
other hand, knew how to make the 
grand gesture with all the grace of 
a Cyrano de Bergerac, and capital- 
ize upon it through the years. 


He stooped and picked up a jew- 


eled glove which the 
queen had 


dropped. Of course I suspect that 
she dropped it just to have tb» 
pleasure of seeing her noble knight 
pick it up. 


So extravagantly gallant was the 
handsome Earl's gesture of obeis- 
ance when he picked up the glove 
that he succeeded in making it ap- 
pear that he had rendered a monu- 
mental service to his queen and to 
his country. 
. Elizabeth (who was not yet so 
homely as she appears in most of 
aer portraits) gave him the glove as 
nis reward, and Clifford wore the 
glove on his funny-looking hat all 
the rest of his life. Thus, by mak- 
ing himself a trifle ridiculous in the 
eyes of sensible men who worked for 
a living, he constantly reminded the 
queen of his gallantry and loyalty. 
She could hardly cut off his'head 
while he wore that absurd hat with 
icr glove fastened to it. 


But Clifford was such a spender 


and gambler that he was through 
his father's fortune hi very short 
order. He was thus completely at 
the queen's mercy, for she could al- 
ways give him a chance to make 
money or withhold such chances 
from him, depending upon her ca- 
price and his servility. 


Clifford naturally wearied of the 


Kfe at court, with its constant bick- 
erings over precedence and women's 
smiles. He sat. in on the trial and 
execution of Mary, Queen of Scots 
and 
perfomed 
many other dis- 
agreeable chores for his queen. But

mand were chartered, to him by the 
queen, who was very canny about 
retaining for herself a large slice of 
any booty that might be captured 


She was patient with her gallant 
earl when he returned from two 
voyages with the glove still nodding 
absurdly in his hat and very little 
treasure in his hold. 
out again. 
She sent him 


Portuguese at this time were 
the East Indies. The ships used by 
bringing in fabulous wealth from 
the Portuguese were called carracks 
and were built on lines similar to 
those of the Spanish galleons, ex-

, 
It was a good and lucky catch. 
Cumberland would not have to re- 
turn from this voyage without some 


"d-hungry queen. 


to be first to the queen with gold 
in his hands that he sailed clean 
away from his 
fleet, having the 
fastest sailer as his flagship. A storm 
overtook him,.and he put into an 
Irish port, there to learn that the 
Portuguese carrack 
he had es- 


pecially intended to capture in the 
Azores had been wrecked on the 
coast of Cornwall, and had yielded 
more booty than he had gathered 
in his entire cruise. This saddened 
the Earl, but he made the best of 
it. He was rewarded with a smile 
or two. many gracious pats on the 
shoulder, and some sweet language, 
ivhen he went to court, his glove- 
hopped hat in hand, to present to 
Elizabeth her share of the loot he 
had taken. 


Back at court, the Earl was gal- 
ant, but unhappy. He soon s?ent 
his winnings from his voyages, "and 
again importuned 
the 
queen to 


stake him. She held him off until 
she was sure he was poor enough 
o be very grateful for favors, and 
then sent him out with five ships. '£ 
get such loot as he could. On some 
of the voyages that followed Clif- 
brd was not present in person, bul 
le had in Captain Norton a devotee 
ieutenant and an able privateer. 


Norton joined 
forces 
with .two 
small flotillas that were in the same 
business as himself, and thus a 
fleet with considerable gun-power 
was assembled for the looting of the 
carracks near the Azores. 


They were fortunate in locating 
the Madre de Dios. the largest of all 
the Portuguese carracks, well lad- 
en, but well defended also.

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small English vessel. Thomson saw 
that a battle during the night would 
be awkward, so he had a cask of 
wine rolled up on deck in the eve- 
ning. and the Dainty lay to .while 
the boys consumed the wine. " 


Next morning there was another 
attack upon the wine cask to wake 
up those who might have dozed and 
the Madre de Dios was ordered to 
strike. She mad no answer. 
The 
Dainty opened fire with long range 
guns, and inflicted some damage 
Then she came close and began 
giving her broadsides. 


When the Dainty drew alongside 
and tossed over her grappling hooks 
there was opposition from 
the 
Portuguese that was totally unex- 
pected. In fact, the Dainty had to 
get away as quickly as possible to 
keep from being burned up by the 
pots- of blazing 
pitch that 
were 
tossed into her from the carrack's 
yardarms. 


Three times, after punishing the 
big carrack with 
broadsides, 
the 


Englishmen ran alongside and tried 
to board. Three times they were 
repulsed with heavy losses. These 
Portuguese were not so easy to con- 
quer as had been assumed. 


The Dainty gave up. badly beaten 
and half sinking, with her decks 
covered with blood. 


The Roebuck arid the Foresight. 
of the English squadron, came up at 
this time and renewed the attack. 
They attempted to board the car- 
rack; from both sides at once but 
got lost in the smoke and fog and 
boarded each other, fighting like 
demons, to the great joy of the 
Portuguese, who looked on from a 
safe distance. 


The Roebuck was put out of ac- 
tion in this queer encounter. 
The 


Foresight 
followed the Madre de 
Dios. which was trying to escape 
to the protection of a Portuguese 
port in the Island of Flores. The 
Foresight crossed her bows 
and 


the morning two of Clifford's ships 
came up, and they, with the Fore- 
sight, poured shot into the almost 
helpless hull of the carrack. In the 
morning. Clifford's crews boarded 
the Madre de Dios, which was now 
wallowing helplessly, her rigging 
and" rudder gone and her decks a 
shambless. 


The Englishmen had succeeded in 
taking the biggest of the Portuguese 
carracks. but five of their own ships 
had been almost destroyed in the 
action, and they had lost heavily in 
men. 
The boarding crews louna the 


Madre de Dios an almost manless 
ship, with blood and 
destruction 


everywhere. 


Something, broke loose in 
the 
Englishmen. They seemed mad- 
dened by the sight of so much blood, 
and they-blamed these Portuguese 
for having held out so long. Be- 
sides, there was much good wine 
still untouched 
on the carrack. 


Whatever 
the 
cause, 
discipline 


cracked, and officers as well as men 
indulged in an orgy of looting and 
celebrating in the sight of the un- 
teiided wounded men. 
, 


The vessel ^vas completely and 


unofficially looted. 
The English 


sailors, and some of the officers, 
went from deck to deck and from 
cabin to hold, filling their pockets 
with money and their stomachs with 
wine. Casks and chests were taken 
to the decks and broken open, and 
much valuable cargo was tossed into 


the sea because these wild sailors 
could think of no present use for it 
Several times the carrack was set 


afire by drunken sailors who were 
carousing and turned over candles 
in the cargo The fires were put out 
by the few sober 'rriten who were re- 
tained as a sort of police force. 


When Clifford's men sobered up 
enough to navigate 
the 
carrack, 


they set out for England with their 
prize. But the officers of the vari- 
ous ships that had taken part in the 
capture and looting of the Madre de 
Dios became alarmed 
when 
they 


soberly thought things over, and de- 
serted the prize, slipping away to 
various ports with such loot as they 
had managed to get aboard their 
own vessels. 
The carracfc was navigated to an 


obscure harbor, and there further 
robbed by the sailors who came in 
with her. The plunder was taken 
ashore and sold, until Clifford, who 
was busy making pretty speeches to 
the queen, heard the scandal that 
was being 
whispered 
about 
the 


court, and hastened to the port to 
stop the looting. 
This grand prize, 
captured by 


Clifford's men while the earl was 
attending to more important mat- 
ters at court, nearly ruined the gal- 
lant nobleman. No satisfactory ac- 
counting for the 
prize goods was 


ever obtained from the officers, and 
Clifford was glad to turn over most 
of what was left -to the queen, to 
placate her anger.

Sea Takes Toll 
Of Ships and Men 


On Wide Pacific 


PORTLAND, Ore., Nov. 29—(I.N. 


6.)—Marine misfortunes to Pacific 
shipping thus far this year have 
taken a toll Of ten ships and 106 
lives despite Improved navigation 
equipment and safety devices con- 
stantly being adopted to aid naviga- 
tion. 
Three other ships narrowly 


escaped disaster. 


Loss in shipping and merchandise 


to the sea during 1930 will amount 
to several million dollars and marks 
an especially disastrous year. 


The San Vincentc of Portland was 


the first .vessel to come to grief 
when damaged by fire on San Fran- 
cisco bay January 
13. Nearly a 


month later the Portland-bound 
liner Admiral Benson ploughed into 
the sands of Peacock spi^ at the 
mouth of the Columbia river where 
her rusting hulk still remains. No 
lives were lost. 


On March 29. the dance barge 


Swan of Portland collided with the 
steamer Davenport near St. Helens 
in the Columbia river, taking atoll 
of eight lives from its crowd of 
merrymakers. 


Point Reyes "was the scene of the 


next disaster 
when 
the tanker 


Richfield went ashore the first week 
in May and was given up to the 
sea that put her there. 


The palatial liner, City of Hono- 


lulu, burned and sank in Honolulu 
harbor, Kay 26. Four days later the 
fishing boat Ameco capsized and 
went down in Santa Monica, Calif., 
bay with a loss of sixty-one lives. 


In 
June 
the 
Pord 
steamer 


Onondaga narrowly escaped disaster 
when she went ashore on the Cali- 
fornia coast. She was later pulled 
free. 


Mystery still surrounds the disap- 


pearance of the freighter South 
Coast which faded from sight with 
her crew of nineteen men, while en- 
ro.ute from Crescent City. Calif., to 
Coos bay. on the Oregon coast. 
Wreckage washed up by the sea was 
the only clue to her fate. Two weeks 
earlier, the great passenger steamer 
Tahiti plunged beneath the waves 
in the south seas but all lives were 
saved.

Irish Edge Ahead 


Army in 7*6 Qame 


Schwartz Plows Mud and Ice 55 Yardi 


And Carideo Boots Extra Point 


To Beat West Pointers.

1 SOLDIER FIELD, Chicago, Nov.'29— (UP)—One per- 


fect play, late in the final period, gave Notre Dame's greal 
football team a 7 to 6 victory over Army's previously unde 
feated eleven today and enabled the Irish to continue th'eir 
march towards its second successive national championship 


Marchy Schwartz, fleet Notre Dame halfback, was the 


star of the victory, scoring his team's only touchdown on a 
55-yard run, but Marchy was forced to share honors with 
Frank Carideo, all-Amerfcan quarterback, whose perfect goa 
kick provided the winning point. 


The bitterly fought contest was 


played before more than 100,00( 
spectators who sat in ram-drenched 
stands and watched the players slip 
and slide over the deposits of ice 
sand and slush that filled the floor 
of the big stadium. 


Play Worked Before. 


With the minutes rapidly clicking 


away and a scoreless tie imminent 
Schwartz repeated the feat that 
won last week's game with North- 
western. 


After a cleverly executed series of 


plays had drawn Army's left tackle 
out of position, Notre Darne called 
the same play on which Schwartz 
scored agamst Northwestern, and 
the speedy halfback cut off his own

Auto Notes 


Importance of Oil Gaugr. 


The oil gauge is one of the most 


important instruments on an auto- 
mobile. The oil guuce is the only 
indicator the driver has to tell if 
something goes wroiift with the oil 
supply. If the oil does not circulate, 
or if there is no oil the gauge will 
register zero. Starting .with k co'd 
engine the oil is heavy, and al- 
though the gauge indicates a high 
pressure, very little oil flows through 
the bearings to be sprayed on the 
cylinder walls. That is the time 
to drive carefully and at a moderate 
speed and not abuse tho engine. As 
the engine warms up a reduction in 
oil pressure will be noteiced as the 
oil flows freely through the bearings 
and the operat'ng parts are properly 
lubricated. 
Every type engine has 


its own average operating pressure, 
which the motorist should learn 
from his instruction manual. 
Any 


change from this pressure, except 
higher pressure when the engine is 
cold, should be investigated at once. 
Extreme low pressure reading might 
indicate loose bearings, loose con- 
nections in oil line, lack of oil. or 
oil thinned by dilution. The func- 
tion of the oil gauge is to tell if the 
engine's oiling system is working. 
It does not, of course, indicate the 
quantity of oil in the crank case or 
condition of the oil filter; the lat- 
ter is a device through which the 
oil is filtered and kept depn and 
should be periodically serviced.

Purple Martins

Bird books will tell you of four 


classes of birds: permanent resi- 
dents are those that live with us 
all the year, summer visitants are 
those that visit or live with us just 
during the summer, winter visitants 
are those that visit us just during 
the winter, and migrants are those 
that are seen as they pass by on 
their travels either north or south 
to whiter or summer homes. 


The purple martins are summer 
visitants. They come during the 
latter part of March or first of 
April and stay until the wings of 
the young ones are strong enough 
for them to take the -long journey 
to the countries south of ours. 


Purple martins are the largest of 
the swallows. They have shiny blue- 
black coats. The feathers on the 
underparts of the mother birds are 
a grayish white, and you can tell 
which is which, even when they 
are flying together overhead. They 
are friendly birds and are common 
wherever houses are put up for 
them to come and live in. Before 
white people came to this country 
they lived in caves and hollow trees. 
They are not afraid of people. Even 
the Indians put up hollowed out 
gourds on poles for them to live 
in. When the white men came they 
followed the good example and put 
up houses. Now we often see large 
tenement houses that give room for 
a number of families. 
It is thought that the Indians 
were so friendly to the martins be- 
cause they are'so brave, so full of 
courage. They will drive off hawks 
and crows. The Indians liked cour- 
age not only in people but in ani- 
mals too. The martins Trill fight 
the king bird and keep on fighting 
until it is driven away. The king 
bird is sometimes called" a bee mar- 
tin, but it is not martin nor any 
kind of swallow. It is a true fly- 
catcher and they arc birds that 


1o exaiuine a bird book in the town" 
or school library.

The town itself? Or the fed- 


eral government? 


On the theory that no man 


knows himself, it might be 
that the government would 


; know the more. 


But Washington is rather 


distant. It has a number of 
supervisory duties, work in 
many capacities. And it has 
several towns to attend to, 
not to mention equal myriads 
of cities and villages, and a 
few metropolises of more or 
less import. 


Five counties directly west 


of Lancaster, with Seward, 
York, Hamilton, Hall, and 
Buffalo lying between, Is 
Dawson county. la Dawson 
is Darr, a village that you 
might miss if you waited too 
long before looking up from 
your magazine as the Union 
Pacific pulled past the sta- 
tion. 


Darr Is small, but it is a town 


•with as many interesting: angles as 
it has streets. 
For one thing, Darr says it isn't 
incorporated. 


And the U. S. government, -which 


has more of a paper than personal 
knowledge of the little Nebraska 
villages, lists it among the incor- 
porated towns of Nebraska in the 
latest census figures, received this 
•week by the chamber of commerce. 


For another thing, those figures 
are particularly revealing. A casual 
glance shows fifteen or sixteen 
towns in the incorporated list—the 
words belong to some remote bureau 
in the national capital—with a pop- 
ulation of less than one hundred. 


Darr Leads List.

Hay Shipping Market. 


In the last place for distinction, 
Darr states that it is the third larg- 
est hay-shipping market in. the 
world 


Of the 1,095,000 acres of alfalfa 
in Nebraska last year, Dawson 
county had 46,666, second to none in 
its acreage. The county produced 
139,998 tons of alfalfa, outranking 
all others Baled, the hay is sent tc 
Omaha, St Joseph, Kansas City 
Denver and Chicago. Fiom Kansas 
City some is sent to the southeast, 
and an increasing quantity is sent 
to the Minnesota dairies 


So, as one may note, Darr though 


larger places. Its activity is not 
measured by its area or the num- 
ber of persons on the main street. 
Darr is not a. pioneer town in any 
sense of the word. It came into be- 
ing along with ping pong and the 
Gibson girl. 


Product of Present. 
In a serious fashion, it was estab- 
lished in the third cycle of Nebras- 
ka's life, and the state is yet within 
this period. So Darr is, in effect, a 
product of the present The machine 
age, with its apolication to the farm 
to increase production and potential 
profits, has been contemporaneous 
with the small growth of the town. 
Perhaps those machines, developing 
the farm industry, have helped Darr 
to. become three times its original 
size and to increase a small popula- 
tion, when other towns within, its 
class were slowly losing. 


The development of irrigation in 
Nebraska lias come within 
the 
rather short span of Darr This has 
had a direct relationship to ,the 
growth of the count}-, and naturally 
to those villages and towns within 
its boundaries. 
Darr was founded in 1902. In 
those days it had a population of 
fifteen, instead of its present forty- 
five. If e-very unit of whatever de- 
sign was three times as large each 
three decades, the man who saw 
the country one great city under 
glass, with house and store lined 
walks from San Francisco to New 
York might believe in the realiza- 
tion of his dream some time before 
a million years. 


Xaincd After Banker. 


George B. Darr, a banker, bought 


property in the town and also 
started a store. In his honor. Daw- 
son county has a lively little town 
named Darr. 
Lexington is nine miles cast of 
Darr. Cozad lies five miles to the 
west. There was no mystery in its 
establishment. The farmers of the 
vicinity wanted a nearer market for 
their produce. There was nothing 
simpler than to establish that mar- 
ket by locating a town just where 
they wanted it. The farmers could 
not" take their acres any closer to a. 
market, but it was possible Jo bnng 
a market clO5«r to the acres. 


A few years before the establish- 


ment of Darr. Nebraska became in- 
terested m the development of 
three crops, sugar beets, winter 
wheat, and alfalfa, in addition tx> 
the better known staple crops of 
earlier <3avs Two of these, the beets 
and the alfalfa ha;,, are the main 
sources of re'vni]'- lor Darr.

the day of the Pittsburgh game

The chart above summarizes results of the survey of Lincoln traffic at Thirteenth and O street as taken November 1 by members of the class in city planning- at the University of Nebraska. The vork was done 


under the direction of Prof. Moms I. Evinger. 
The central figure shows the number of cars that passed through the intersection in each direction and their distribution as through, right, or left traffic. The other four diagrams show the hourly rate of 


flow of traffic in each of the four directions to illustrate the shifting1 of peaks under different conditions 
It will be noted, for instance, m the upper left diagram that the rate of flow northward rose rapidly in the hours preceding the Nebraska-Pittsburgh football game, while the flow southward was great at the 


period immediately after the game, for nearly two hours.

Three Deadly Nebraska Blizzards, Which Co& Many Lives

The great blizzard, or School 


Children's Storm, that dipped down 
suddenly and left death and anguish 
in its path over an area from the 
Canadian line to the Platte river 
and from 
the Rockies to the 


Mississippi on January 12, 1888, is 
considered the most deadly of three 
outstanding storms of snow that 
occurred in the plains region while 
the settlers were working out the 
enigmatic problems of new homes 


• in the rough. 


On December 1, 1856, in 


Nebraska, ram began falling 
and a light wind whistled a 
droll accompaniment from the 
southwest The wind switched 
to the northwest, the mercury 
dropped and snow began to sift 
down in light flakes like frost. 
Gradually the snowfall increased, 
and soon all outdoors was little 
short of one solid mass of 
swirling, p e l t i n g snow. The 
storm continued for three days. 
The snow measured five feet 
on the level and drifts more 
than f i f t e e n feet high held 
traffic down to the zero point. 


The months of December, 


January and February never 
lost an inch of the ground they 
captured in the first onslausht. 
It is a matter of record that 
extremely violent blizzards fol- 
lowed one another in rapid 
succession for 90 long frozen 
da\s. N e b r a s k a was thinly 
settled at the time. Along the 
Missouri the population -was 
fairly thick, and here in the 
villages wohes stalked deer, 
antelope and elk through the 


main streets m daylight. The 
bitter cold and heavy snow drove 
the wild animals to the brush 
and hill shelters 
along 
the 


rivers. One man armed only 
•nith an ax, killed about three 
dozen wild animals and sup- 
plied his town v/ith the choicest 
steaks when food was almost 
out of the question. Another 
man is credited with bagging 
se^enty -wild animals with a 
club The snow held up flat- 
footed man. but the sharp feet 
of the animals trapped them 
and made them easv victims of 
rheir enemies. 


Most Severe of All. 


There is no record of a -winter i 


more severe than that of 1856-7.>

About nightfall rain 
turned to sleet. Fine hard snow 


j came down about bedtime and

Early risers 
who got up on the morning of the 
14th, to get the chores out of the 
way before breakfast, were cha- 


I grined at finding the outside world 
almost a solid mass of snow. The 
snow was wet and heaw. and a 
fierce wind drove it like" birdshot 
from a great gun. Instead of abat- 
ing or moderating, the storm m- 
i^creased in fury on Monday. Mon- 
day night. Tuesday and Tuesday 
night. Houses, barns, soddies, log 
cabins, stacks of hay, ravines, hills 


i and e\ en trees were buried under 
an unprecedented avalanche of icy 
snow.

Scores of ranchers sheltered their 
milk cows horses, pigs and poultry, 
in their houses and shared the

A Mother Sick in Bed. 


Lizzie and Emma Cooper were 
at home with their mother near 
St. Paul when this storm be- 
came violent. The mother was 
sick and in bed. The daughters 
kept the fire roaring as the 
storm hammered harder and 
harder. A door or window blew 
open. Firebrands were strewn 
about the house. As the girls 
fought the new enemy, a roar 
of • ->d ripped away the roof. 
A i 
ther bed tick was spread 


on the mother and the girls 
crawled in to help ward off the 
deadly cold. A new day brought 
the stern fact to the girls that 
something had to be done at 
once. The little homesteader's 
shack was almost filled with 
snow. The white monster ap- 
peared to hunger for human 
sacrifice and to have violated 
the sanctity of the home to 
satisfy its craving. 


Briefly, the youngsters talked 


over plans to bring help to the 
mother. 
The 
doorway 
was 


plugged with snow, but the 
•walls of the house were scaled 
and in a short time the two be- 
came lost. An entire day was 
spent in random wandering, 
crying, praying and hoping. The 
cave of another homesteader 
was found, but the house was 
missed. Night found the wan- 
derers sleeping in a nest in a 
drift of snow. ' Emma made 
heroic attempts at artificially 
circulation of Lizzie. Another 
attempt at reaching a house 
•was begun only to fail dismally 
when 
Lizzie, 
exhausted 
to 


the utmost and badly frozen, 
snuggled down in a billowy 
drift of snow and passed on to 
another world where the tribu- 
lations of this life are unknown 
and where poor little girls and 
boys have a friend who came 
into this heartless w'orld in a 
stable, one cold night in the 
month of December 


Wednesday was bright and 
calm. Emma's feet were frozen, 
but she managed to travel to a 
house. Her light clothing was 
in tatters, and her bodv black 
and blistered from the cold. The 
girl entered the house and at 
once asked %or help for her 
mother Men who went to the 
mother's rescue found the -wom- 
an's Jsody frozen stiff in a bank 
of snow in line with the closest 
neighbor. 


A Little Bit of Heaven. 


One more mighty upheaval by

Stock was allowed the 
freedom of pastures, and men dis- 
carded their coats. A peculiar gos-

| mosphere and in some sections it 
j rained before the snow fell. This

i cold. The velocity of the wind was 
said to have been close to 60 miles 
an hour. Weeks passed before the 
outside world got the full story of 
the disaster. 


More than 100 persons were 


frozen to death in Nebraska. In 
Dakota more than 1,000 per- 
ished 
Miss Louise Royce of 
Plainview, Neb., attempted to 
guide three pupils to a house 
only a block away. The children 
froze to death Miss Royce suf- 
fered the amputation of one 
limb. Miss Minnie Freeman, of 
Mira Valley, Nebraska, roped 
her pupils in single file, then 
guided them to shelter in a 
rancher's house. Etta Shattuck, 
of near Inman, Neb., saved her 
charges by ordering them to 
their homes -when her intuition 
told her there was something 
seriously the matter with the 
•weather. 
Flashes 
of static 


alarmed her when she touched 
metal. Miss Shattuck worked 
herself into a stack of hav and 
lay there three days before a 
rancher, after hay, found her. 
She suffered the amputation of 
two limbs, then went to her re- 
tard after lingering for weeks 
at her home in Seward. 


Another teacher, Mrs. Wilson 


of Runningwater, Dakota, left 
her school with nine pupils. The 
ten bodies were located on the 
snowy quilt of death far from 
their hidden trail to safety.

many neighboring state systems, the public may sur- 
vey the record with justifiable satisfaction and pride. 


Now it is generally recognized throughout the state 


the next important step in the development of Ne- 
braska's highway program must be taken. Experi- 
ence has demonstrated gravel will not prov-; satisfac- 
tory upon the two primary highways which cross the 
state from east to west, and the two main traveled 
north and south traffic lanes. There are seasons in 
the year when gravel becomes difficult,for travel or 
even impassable. It is extremely costly to maintain 
when subjected to the pounding of thousands of cars 
and trucks each day. As a result public sentiment has 
developed in favor of paving two east and west roads, 
and two north and south highways. 


One of the fruits of good roads is they sell them- 


selves. After the people of a state have enjoyed all- 
weather highways, it is no longer necessary to point 
out their advantages. So there is real enthusiasm for 
the proposal to complete the program recently placed 
before Nebraska by those who have been pioneering 
"for good roads. 


# • • 


This program is remarkable in one respect. It will 


enable Nebraska to keep pace with her neighbors, and 
realize the hope of paved highways on the primary 
routes without encountering a. single penny of debt. 
It will be possible to build 500 miles of paved road 
each year during the next three years, continue grav- 
eling of less used highways on the same scale as here- 
tofore, provide the same funds for county systems as 
in the past, and utilize every dime of federal money 
which is now unclaimed and unused. The only bur- 
den which it will place upon the public is an addition- 
al cent of gasoline tax. 


The plan was prepared by State Engineer Roy 


Cochran, who has been in charge of highway activi- 
ties in Nebraska for eight years. It is the only sane, 
comprehensive and practical proposal which has been 
brought forward, and represents the wisdom and ex- 
perience which he has secured in carrying forward 
the highway program during its most important years. 
If it is approved and put into effect Nebraska will 
have a road system that will meet all requirements. 


What happens to the road program will in a very 


large measure depend upon the decision of Governor- 
elect Bryan. He was responsible 
for placing Roy 


Cochran in charge of highway development. If dur- 
ing the years which have ekpsed, the people have 
come to have a very deep respect and admiration for 
Mr. Cochran's abili'r. Governor Bryan may take the 
credit himself. He appointed the state engineer, and 
evety governor since then has seen fit to leave Mr. 
Cochran undisturbed. If Governor Bryan will heed 
the wishes of the overwhelming mass of Nebraska 
voters, he will retain Mr. Cochran in office. The state 
engineer has the full confidence of the people of the 
state. It would take a new man months to familiar- 
ize himself with the enormous detail in connection 
with the building- of hundreds of miles of highway. 
While that was happening, highway development 
would be delayed and the state would fall further 
and further behind. 
• • • 


A change, then, in the state engineer's office, means 


delay for months and possibly for the entire biennium 
in the road program. No matter how well fitted « 
new man might be he could not hope to push the 
work with the same efficiency. It will take time for 
him to work himself into it. The problems which 
are to be met are varied and complicated. They re- 
quire study and an intimate first hand knowledge 
which can only be acquired through experience. 


It :s inevitable that a man occupying the respon- 


sible post which Roy Cochran has filled during the 
past three state administrations should make ene- 
mies. The irritations arising out of the location of 
highways, and the disappointment resulting from the 
failure of those seeking to obtain contracts to land 
jobs can be anticipated. 


Governor-elect Bryaa should r.ot overlook the fact 


the people want roads, and they appreciate the ser- 
vices which Roy Cochran has performed. He has 
saved the people millions of dollars which was squan- 
dered in other states. He is today better prepared 
to handle the problems of his office than when Mr. 
Bryan first appointed him. It will be little short of 
tragic if the incoming executive overlooks these con- 
siderations in order to demonstrate his indifference 
and independence of what he describes as an organ- 
ized campaign in behalf of the rcappointment of the 
present slate engineer. Alter all the roads belong to 
the people of Nebraska. They arc not the property 
ol any political party or *ny public official They 
should be administered in a strictly nonpartisan fash- 
ion. On that basis there is not a valid reason in the 
•world lor not permitting Mr. CoEhian to continue the 
splendid work which he has been doing.

TRAGKDV IN THE NEWS. 


The depression which stalks through a land over- 


flowing with all that might contribute to the prosperi- 
ty and happiness ol every inhabitant thereof, is no 
respecter of persons or of station. The columns of 
the newspapers Friday, the day following the one on 
which the entire nation was supposed to .return 
thanks for the manifold blessings of Divine Provi- 
dence, carried in unusual number stories of grim 
tragedy which had laid its hand upon those who had 
occupied exalted position, as well as 
upon 
others 


whose sphere was so humble and obscure that even 
their names could not be learned. 


In one column one might read of the death of a 


Nashville banker, who had built up a great financial 
institution with resources of a million dollars, who 
had strangled himself with his shoe lace, after work- 
ing for two weeks in an 
effort to rehabilitate his 


bank, which is said to be solvent, though it had been 
compelled to close. At length despair drove him to 
suicide. 


One may judge to a certain extent the shock which 


must result from the tragic end of this man, widely 
known in his community, and without doubt com- 
manding the respect and confidence of thousands of 
his fellow citizens. 
His family assuredly has the 


sympathy and kindly ministrations of great numbers 
who have known all of them, perhaps during their 
entire lives. 


But turn to another column of the same newspaper 


and read another story. In the account of the ter- 
rible storm which swept across the middle west it 
is stated that in Chicago two men died from ex- 
posure, another was found frozen 
to 
death on a 


freight train at Hammond, Ind., while still another 
met a similar fate at Springfield, Ohio. The name of 
no one of these four is mentioned, and it is probable 
that none of them has been identified. There is real 
tragedy. 


Financial conditions brought about the suicide of 


the banker at Nashville, and there is little doubt that 
they caused the death of the men who were fatally 
frozen in Indiana and Ohio. But while those who 
are left stricken by the 
Tennessee 
tragedy 
have 


friends and relatives to comfort and solace them, 
who shall perform a like office for those who wait 
in vain for the nameless ones whose bodies were 
found in freight cars? 


The real fate of these men may never be known to 


wives and babies who are perhaps in distant states 
longjing and hoping against hope for their speedy 
return or lor some reassuring word from the absent 
ones. Dearth of employment has sent thousands of 
industrious men wandering over the country, hunt- 
ing for jobs. Fate ends the despair and suffering of 
some of these, and who shall say that the tragedy is 
not fully as great as though it. had been preceded by 
the loss of a million, instead of only a job! 


A BLACKSMITH'S SON. 


The most dominant personality in Europe today 


was a blacksmith's son. 


Benito Mussolini, dictator of Italy, furnishes addi- 


tional evidence there is no royal road to fame. As a 
boy he played with the youngsters in the small vil- 
lage where he was born but before he had finished his 
schooling he had left home to become a wanderer and 
a fiery radical. From city to city he drifted until at 
the age of thirty, he became the recognized leader of 
the Italian socialists. When Italy entered the World 
war he renounced his socialistic associates because of 
their pacifism, joined the Italian army, and was 
wounded in the fighting. 
With a nucleus of seventy 


members at the close of the war he k organized the 
Fascists, and within a few months, with communism 
spreading rapidly, thousands flocked to his standard. 


Without royal command or authority he raided the 


communists' strongholds, drove them out, and having 
crushed them, headed a triumphant Fascist march 
upon Rome. He ousted an apathetic government, se- 
cured the king's approval of his program, and then 
set about to establish peace and order in his country. 
What has happened since then is well known. He has 
adde'd enormously to Italy's wealth, and while his 
warlike attitude is resented, it is conceded he has 
added to the nation's prestige. Today he is taken as 
the symbol of young Italy. 


The strange contradiction in Mussolini's amazing 


career is his supreme contempt for democratic insti- 
tutions of government. By birth he should have been 
a democrat. Actually he has been the most autocratic 
and dictatorial leader to any European country. 


IT MAY BE NORBIS. 


The Kansas City Star is certain that threats of the 


progressives to organize a third party in the election 
of 1932 are absurd and futile for the reason the in- 
surgent bloc is without a suitable leader. The Star 
recalls it .was Roosevelt in 1912, and the elder La- 
Follette later, who breathed life into the third party 
uprising through sheer force of personality. There is 
no one to replace them; capable of attracting a strong 
personal following. 


Senator Borah, in some respects the logical choice, 


has never been able to get along with tiny one. Gov- 
ernor Pinchot of Pennsylvania has no strength, out- 
side his own state, The Star declares. Senator Nor- 
ris of Nebraska, the best known\of the trio, has a fol- 
lowing in the Central West, but still falls far short 
of either Roosevelt or LaPollette in the judgment of 
The Star. 


When it comes to vote getting qualities, thousands 


of Nebraskans will promptly enter an emphatic dis- 
sent to the suggestion that Senator Ndrris fails to 
measure up with the white-haired, rugged scrapper, 
who for so many years held autocratic sway over Wis- 
consin. Mr. Norris has just given an impressive dem- 
onstration of his ability to ride rough shod over op- 
position. Thousands of his own party associates were 
against his re-election, and they formed a united, ag- 
gressive organization to defeat him. The campaign 
in his behalf had many^appearances of indifference 
and apathy but when it came time to count the votes 
Senator Norris emerged witn the most spectacular 
triumph of his career over an able, highly respected 
rival. 


As a matter of fact the Norris following more near- 


ly resembles the hundreds of thousands who stood 
back of Theodore Roosevelt than any otner of recent 
political times. 2t has not been achieved through the 
machine tactics of LaFolletteism in Wisconsin. There 
is no Norris machine in Nebraska, There has been 
little organization. He has been so much of a lone

Music is its chief 
claim to glory. Mozart, Beethoven, 
Haydn, Brahms, Gluck and Richard 
Strauss all lived and composed most 
of their masterpieces there. 


Life in the city is still largely de- 


voted to music. It is at once the 
career, hobby and relaxation of the 
people.

Popular Superstition. 


One superstition which still exists 


among many parents is that chil- 
dren are sure to have the "chil- 
dren's diseases," and the sooner they 
get them over with, the better. As 
a result, many mothers deliberately 
expose their children to various cur- 
rent infections, believing that it is 
in the order of things that children 
should 
have measles, whooping 


cough, mumps, chicken pox and 
such like. 


"Mrs. Bertha" asks if it is not bef- 
ter to let her small children mingle 
freely with other children in times 
of mild contagions rather than try 
to protect them from being exposed. 
Her belief is that these diseases go 
much easier with the young chil- 
dren than with the older ones, and 


that it Is just as well to check them 
off the llit quickly. 


She also believes that one attack 


of such diseases secures immunity 
against further attacks, which is 
not true. 


It is true thnt the adult who con- 


tracts children's diseases has a much 
harder time as a rule than the child 
experiences, but suffering these dis- 
eases in childhood does not bring 
immunity as an adult. 


It is unwise and ignorant to de- 


liberately expose children to such 
infections. While the average child 
recovers without any ill alter-ef- 
fects, there are many fatalities and 
many disastrous after-effects from 
even the mildest of children's dis- 
eases It is a delusion to consider 
them eithei as of no consequence or 
as inevitable. Prevention should be 
the keynote of the mother's endeav- 
01 s Constant efforts to build in the 
child healthy condition of blood and 
body that will enable him to resist 
infection 
is of prime importance. 


Not only should the mother keep 
her cnildren away from contact with 
other children^ who are ill, but she 
should stay away herself And, if 
one child in the family is ill, he 
should be segregated from all other 
children.

Fine Irrigation Canal. 


At the present time, Darr has two 
section foremen. One has a section 
six miles long, going west, and the 
other has one of equal distance in 
the opposite direction. August Selk 
was section foreman in Darr for 
more than thirty-three years, and 
he cared for both sections. Darr 
thinks well of him, as he received 
many a premium for having the 
best section in Nebraska for num- 
ber of years. Retired on a pension 
in 1928, Mr. Selk now resides m 
Lexington. Mrs. Selk. who is shown 
in the picture standing by the hay 
scale office, came to Darr when 
there was nothing there but an old 
section bouse. 
One of the finest irrigation canals 


in the state, owned by the Dawson 
County Irrigation Co.. has its head 
gates five miles west of Darr. Dur- 
ing the irrigation season it feeds 
the Kearney canal for the total 
length of fifty miles or more. 
Last summer, the c o m p a n y 


widened the canal, making it neces- 
sary to raise the railroad track, at 
an expense of more than $30.000. 
The Union Pacific has a large force 
of men working at Darr. putting 
tubes under the .railroad track on 
the west side of Darr. for a drain- 
age ditch being built by the fann- 
ers northwest of the town. It is 
rumored that it -will be connected 
with drainage ditch No. 1. which 
starts at Lexington. A dam -would 
be placed to catch the water for 
irrigation purposes. When this is 
accomplished, it will be one of the 
most modern of the irrigation sys- 
tems.
